When Removed From Wormwood

LONDON, Nov. 10.—Mrs. Walter M. Castle 
of San Francisco, who wa senténced at 
the Clerkenwell Sessions on Friday last 
to three months’ imprisonment without 
hard labor, after having pleaded guilty 
by the advice of her counsel, to the charge 
of shdéplifting, was released from Worm- 
wood Scrubbs prison to-day on medical 
grounds by order of the Home Secretary, 
Sir Mathew White Ridley. 

The Commissioners of Prisons, it appears, 
directed the Medical Board to inquire 
into and report upon the health of Mrs. 
Castle, whose condition was causing anxi- 
ety to the prison authorities. She was 
watched day and night by special at- 
tendants in the Infirmary and was shown 
every attention possible. The Commission- 
ers, after receiving the report of the 
Medical Board on the state of Mrs. Castle's 
health, communicated with the Home Sec- 
retary, who promptly ordered her release 
from prison and that she be placed in the 
care of her husbond, who has underiaken 
to take her back to the United States ‘with 
the least possibie delay. 


Mr. Castle called at the Home Office at 
ll o'clock this morning and was there in- 
formed that his wife would be released at 
1 o'clock.” Accompanied by a nurse, he 


entered a carriage and drove to \\ ‘ormwood 


Scrubba Prison, where he arrived at 12:4 


m. The jailors ushered him into a wait-

POST-OFFICE FFICE ROBBED. 


FACTS IN THE GASE. 


The election excitement has died down, and the Post- Dispatch in reply to the 
tirade of abuse which was directed against it (for purely* business purposes) on 
account of its election bulletins and extras, now lays the facts of the case before 
its readers and the general public. 

It was charged that the Post-Dispatch put out bulletins and published news 
in its extras which was not brought by the Associated Press or the telegraph com- 
panies. This charge is false. Of all the bulletins posted by the Post-Dispatch 
on Wednesday afternoon and night there was but one that did not come to the 
Post-Dispatch through the regular channels of the Associated Press, the election 
bulletins of the two telegraph companies, or its special dispatches. 

It was charged that the Post-Dispatch originated the statement that the 
New York World or the New York Herald had conceded the election of Bryan. 
This charge is false. The statement was brought to the Post-Dispatch, but it 
refused either to bulletin it or to print it, because there was no corroborative 
evidence and it did not believe it to be true. 

It was charged that the Post-Dispatch published a bulletin stating that “the 
Globe-Democrat concedes Bryan’s election.” ‘This charge is false. The Post- 
Dispatch published a bulletin saying that “the Globe-Democrat has received a 
telegram that Bryan is elected.” This was posted on the authority of a telegraph 
operater in the Post-Dispatch office, who assured the editor of the Post-Dispatch 
that he had caught it from the wire as it went into the Globe-Democrat office. 

Not one of the sensational bulletins purporting to have been put forth by the 
Post-Dispatch was put forth. Only one bulletin (and that was an imposition on 
the Post-Dispatch that was soon detected and withdrawn) was posted by the 
Post-Dispatch that was not based upon and justified by the regular and special 
dispatches which came to the Post-Dispatch by wire. At least two-thirds of 
the bulletins were based upon special dispatches to the editor of the Post-Dispatch 
from Chairman Jones of the National Democratic Committee at Chicago.

OVER THE SENATORSHIP. 


CARLISLE OUT OF THE RACE. 
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Claimed Now That the Democrats Will 
Surely Have One or Two of 
the Electors. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Nov. 10.—A repetition 
of the conflict at Frankfort last winter is 
about to take place, except that the fight for 
a Senator to succeed Blackburn, instead of 
being between Democrats and Republicans, 
is to be confined within the Republican 
ranks. The certainty of securing a Senator 
has like magic divided the Republicans into 
factions once more and the bubbles of a 
boiling Meht are already on the surface. 

Dr. Hunter, defeated in his ambition last 
session by the Blackburn retainers, and 


Governor Bradley are at present the two 
most conspicuous figures in the Senatorial 
race. The grudge the men bear each other 
is bitter and each has been skirmishing 
around the State since the eléction fixing 
fences. Dr. Hunter would willingly sacri- 
fice himself to knife Bradley, and the Gov- 
ernor bears to the gum shoe statesman the 
same tender feeling. John W. Yerkes, mem- 
ber of the National Committee from Ken- 
tucky, is also prominently spoken of for the 
place, as is St. John Boyle of Louisville, 
who was nominated by the caucus at Frank- 
fort after the withdrawal of Dr. Hunter. 
Boyle still claims to be the nominee for Sen- 
ator, but grants the right of the Republic- 
ans in extra session to hold a new caucus. 
The fact that he has free silver tendencies 
will probably operate as a bar to him early 
in the action. 

The election of Carlisle to the Senate is 
an impossibility. Owing to the close vote 
of the Upper House at Washington on the 
tariff issue Republican managers have sent 
word here that the McKinley idea must not 
be sacrificed to compliment Carlisle. But 
aside from this fact the clear Republican 
majority on joint ballot in the Legislature 
was not contemplated in the talk of Car- 
lisle’s election. In several instances Repub- 
lican members had agreed to vote with gold 
Democrats for Carlisle in case the Republi- 
¢ans lacked enough to themselves elect, but 
the surprising result of the special elections 
to fill vacancies in the Legislature makes 
the elevation -of a straight-out protection 
Republican an absolute certainty and blasts 
any secret hope Mr. Carlisle may have fos- 
tered. 

The Democratic State Central Committee 
is preparing to contest every inch of the 
way before conceding the election of Mc- 
Kinley electors in Kentucky. It is claimed 
by Secretary Richardson of the Campaign 
Committee to-day that discrepancies in 
returns and irregularities in the poll book 
records still leave @ good chance for the 
Bryan electors. The Democratic returns 
from the Eleventh District now complete 
show McKinley's plurality in that district 
14,0389, several hundred below the returns 
claimed to be official. On their returns the 
Democrats figured out a Bryan plurality in 
the State of 472. This’ is stated on the 
authority of Mr. Richardson, who also 
caims that, even taking the Republicans at 
their own figures, Bryan will receive two 
and possibly three electors in Kentucky. 

The Republican committee now states that 
according to their revised and corrected re- 
turns the entire McKinley electoral ticket 
is elected. Nobhing can settle the dis- 
pute except the official count by the State 
Board.

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A CHAPTER OF ACCIDENTS. 


Paralyzed, Half Blind, Without the 
Sense of Smell and ‘Afraid of 
More Trouble. 


Coming in rapid succession, a series of 
accidents has reduced Clarence Townley 
from a strong and powerful man to a mere 
wreck. ! 

He is nearly blind. The lower part of his 
body. is paralyzed, and now he has a pe- 
culiar affliction of the head which has de- 
prived him of the sense of smell and ren- 
ders breathing difficult. 

Until last July Townley was employed in 
the Illinois Steel Works at Joliet, lll. He 
was 28 years old, unmarried, and as strong 
as an ox. One afternoon while he was at 
work a smal] sliver of steel separated from 
the piece on which he was at work and flew 
in his eye. The piece was sharp, and it 
pierced the cornea and imbedded itself in the 
optic nerve. 

Townley suffered intensely, and was car- 
ried to a physician’s office close by A 
hasty examination was made, and the piece 
of steel was removed. 

Relief did not come as was expected, and 
Townley was unable to sleep. Opiates 
were administered, and it was only while 
under the influence of the most powerful 
drug that he was free from torture. 

The eye became inflamed and was a hor- 
rible sight. Sympathetic opthalmia set in 
on the other eye. The sight was so dimmed 
that it was thought he would become to- 
tally blind. His friends insisted that. he 
consult an oculist at once. 

When an oculist made a careful exam- 
ination of the eye that suffered the origin- 
al injury he found that not all of the steel 
had been removed. Another small particle 
was imbedded in the optic nerve and was 
removed. It was thought then that the 
trouble would cease, and while the sight of 
the right eye was gone forever it was 
thought the vision of his left would soon 


be restored. 

Townley did not resume work, however, 
and decided to return to his home in Rock- 
wood, Ill. His general health was good and 
he concluded to float down the river in an 
open boat. He made his way to Meredosia, 
on the Illinois River, where he bought a 
skiff that he thought would answer his pur- 
pose, and intended starting on his journey 
next day. - 

That night he went out for a walk. The 
route he chose passed over a small stream, 
spanned by a narrow wooden foot-bridge. 
The moon was shining dimly, and Townley 
thought he could see. His eyesight was still 
faulty, and he did not observe that he had 
to step down three steps. He stumbled and 
fell down the three steps and te the ground, 
fifteen feet below. 

The fall fractured his leg at the neck of 
the hip joint, and subsequent developments 
revealed that he had dislocated a verte- 
brae. 

This caused paralysis of the entire lower 
portion of the body. Even after his frac- 
tured limb had knitted his limbs were prac- 
tically useless, and he was compelled to use 
crutches. The lower portion of his body 
was dead. The iimbs were numb and were 
devoid of feeling. A needle run into the 
flesh produced no pain. 

Townley concluded to pursue his home- 
ward journey. He met. a man named Jack 
Hunt, who was going to Cairo, and they 
concluded to make the trip together. It 
was agreed that when Townley reached his 
home at Rockwood, Hunt was to have the 
boat and go on to Cairo alone. 

On the trip down the river a new and 
inexplicable ailment took hold of Townley. 
The sense of smell had been gradually 
disappearing until it had entirely gone. 
His breathing apparatus was out of order 
and he could only get his breath through 
his mouth. 

A few days ago Townley and Hunt 
reached St. Louis. They tied up at the foot 


Townley determined to find out what his 
new ailment was and went to the North 
Side Dispensary, where he saw Dr. Samuel 
A. Peake and told him his story. 

Dr. Peake made a careful examination 
and found that Townley’s new ailment was 
exostosis of vomer of the nose and a con- 
traction of the nostrils. That is, the bones 
of the nose were growing together and 
solidifying. This is due, the doctor says, 
to small-pox, which Townley had when 
he was a small boy. 

Dr. Peake told Townley the only way to 
get relief was to have his nose drilled out. 
It was a difficult operation and he advised 
his patient to go to the City Hospital. 

Townley said he would go home before any 
further misfortuhe befell him. 


TELEPHONE MONOPOLY. 


The Bell Case Argued Before the Su- 
preme Court. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 10.—The case 
of the United States against the American 
| Bell Telephone Company was argued in the 
United States Supreme Court. In séme re- 
spects the case is regarded as among the 
| most important: before the Court, as it in- 
“volves the validity of the Berliner patents 
owned by the Bell company. It is said that 
a decision in favor of the Government would 
tend to open the telephone to public use. 

Owing to the importance of the interests 
involved, the Court granted nine hours for 
argument, which will continue the case for 
about three days. Judge R. S. Taylor of 
Indianapolis opened the argument in behalf 
of the United States. 

The Berliner application for patent was 
filed June 4, 1877, but the patent was not 
issued until fourteen years t ereafter. The 
main points raised by the t nited States are:

YOUNG ROZIER MEIGS’ CAREER. 


How He Charged a Client. $60 for 
What He Paid Another Lawyer 
- $10 to Accomplish. 


When Mayor Walbridge casts about for 
eligible gentlemen to fill positions that 
death or rotation in office have made dur- 
ing, his term of office, the official push who 
help the Mayor make up his mind generally 
run in some one oh him that is fly-specked 
or full of blowholes. 

His latest selection is Rozier Meigs; .whom 
he named to succeed the odoriferous young

Mr. Meigs ts all right except that he was 
indicted last February for embezzlement. 

Being a member of the “push,” his friend 
Billy Zachri saw that he was not pros- 
ecuted. 

A Mrs. Maud Holbrook swore to the in- 
formation that led to Mr. Meigs’ indict- 
ment and arrest. She was injured in a 
Suburban car last summer and retained 
Meigs to prosecute a suit for damages. 
He got $200 out of the company, but she 
was so long in getting her money out of 
him that she had him indicted for embez- 
zlement. He paid the money quick enough 
then and the prosecution was dropped. 

Mr. Meigs’ explanation of the case is cer- 
tainly ‘“‘naive.”” “I took the case for Maud 
Holbrook, but could not compromise it with 
the company. I had a lawyer friend who 
was on good terms with the company’s 


attorneys and he compromised it for me. | 


He brought me the $200 and I gave him $10 
for his trouble, 

“I had an understanding with Mrs. Hol- 
brook that we were to divide the claim. 
When I sent for her to give her $100 she ob- 
jected. Then I cut my fee down to $60, and 
taking out the $10 I had paid to my brother 
attorney, I offered her the rest. She refused 
it. Then she instituted suit’ in Judge Spald- 
ing’s court for $140. I filed offsets for legal 
services in her behalf in three other casés, 
but she got judgment for the entire amount, 
I appealed to the Circuit Court and her at- 
torney, Mr. Garesche, by a trick got the 
case transferred and tried and the judgment 
affirmed by default without my knowledge. 

‘“T had no recourse then and I paid her $55 
at one time and $40 at another. I held her 
receipts for these amounts, and owed her $45 
when she went before the Grand-jury and 
had me indicted for embezzlement. 

“I paid her the money at once. When the 
case came to trial I explained the circum- 
stances to Judge Edmunds and he consented 
to the nolle pros.” 

Mr. Meigs did not explain why, having 
received $200 in cash for Mrs. Holbrook and 
having abstracted his $60 fee, he was unable 
to turn over her $140 when the Circuit Court 
said it belonged to her. 

It is inferred that young Mr. Meigs’ ex- 
perience with the butt end of the law has 
provided him with the proper training to 
succeed Mr. Theodore Nolle Pross Eggers.

LONDON, Nov. 10.—Lord Salisbury de- 
clared last night that the Venezuelard dif- 
ficulty is at an end, and everybody here is 
delighted with the announcement, which 
was made at the Lond Mayor’s banquet in 
the Guild Hall. 

Especial stress is laid upon the fact that 
the Premier admitted that the solution was 
furnished by the United States. Independ- 
ent people admit that another diplomatic 
success is to be accredited to the latter 
country, whose attitude and action through- 
out the whole, question merit the highest 
praise. The fact is that the Britishers were 
only too glad to seize any opportunity of 
settling the affair while saving their dignity. 


At the banquet Embassador Bayard, re- 
ne to the toast of ‘““‘The Embassador,” 
said: 


“I confess that until 5:30 o’clock this even- 
ing I did not expect to be asked to respond 
to a toast. However, I hgVe obtained an 
dea from a distinguished/ diplomat, Lord 
Dufferin, who recently said that the Gov- 
ernments of the world were a mass of pal- 
pitating, nervous sensations. The result, he 
said, of bringing together these sensations 
was to destroy isolation, splendid or other- 
wise, and to induce nations to feel and act 
as ladies and gentlemen, with consideration 
for each other’s feelings and interests. The 
people I represent have made a declaration 
in no narrow sense and in no local or merely 
national sense, which stands as a verdict 
and declaration for national honor, speaking 
to-the hyman heart and mind in favor of 
that honesty which is essential for the 
civilization of the world. You can not to- 
day shock civilization, even on its exterior 
boundaries, without affecting its heart. This 
enables me to speak, not for myself or my 
country, but for the whole diplomatic corps 
of the world. The world is one. Who does 
not perceive it does not realize the truth 
and force of the day in which we live.”’ 


Lord Salisbury laughed at the Embassa- 
dor’s reference to “splendid isolation,”’ a 
phrase credited to a Cabinet Minister as de- 
scribing Great Britain’s position in the fam. 
ily of nations. 

After Mr. Bayard had concluded the Lord 
Mayor proposed “The Ministers,’’ upon 
which Lord Salisbury arose amid loud 
cheers, which quickly subsided into breath- 
less silence and close attention to the an- 
nual Guildhall speech of the Prime Minis- 
ter, which is regarded as embodying the 
official announcement of the Government’s 
policy. Lord Salisbury said: 

“I thank Mr. Bayard for his presence here 
to-night and for his joining in this historic 
meeting. The words he has uttered have 
raised his own plane of observation so high

Guy Dowdell, an end 
or ecg had some words with ref- 
eree Dean of Iowa, and stuck him in the 
face, almost precipitating a riot on the field. 
The conduct of Dowdell met with the un- 
qualified approval of all the Missouri root- 
ers, who cheered lustily, and offered to fight 
the whole lowa team. 

In spite of the unpleasant reception given 
them the Iowa boys played much better 
foot ball than did the Missouri contingent, 
and at the end of the first half the score 
stood 12 to 0 in favor of the visitors. 

The second half was not finished because 
of a decision of Umpire Dean's, which did 
not meet with. the approval of Missouri. 
Geveral little disputes arose in which all 
the ore took an active interest and 
upon which they gave advice most freely.

COMMISSIONER RIDGLEY WANTS 
TO ESTABLISH A NURSERY. 


CASCADE NEAR ROUND POND. 


The Park Commissioner Thinks the 
Appropriation for 1897 Should 
Be a Large One. 


Park Commissioner Ridgley is laying plans 
which, if he is given a sufficient appropria- 
tion to carry them out, will, he thinks, re- 
sult in greatly enhancing the attractiveness 
of Forest Park. 

A bit of landscape work has just been com- 


pleted on the elevation to the left of the 


round pond which will be one of the most 
sightly features of the park next summer. 

A spring which has been emptying itself 
into the River des Peres through a pipe 
and doing no particular good beyond add- 
ing a trifle to the volume of that stream, 
has been closed and the vein tapped higher 
up on the slope. A pretty cascade has been 
constructed reproducing on a miniature scale 
the famous waterfall on the Chalsworth es:

The fact is that for every franchise given 
away by the city a full and sufficient re- 
turn is received in the form of general 


Mr. Cummings admitted that the building 
of street railways had this effect, but _in- 
sisted that the advantages accruing to the 
holders of the privileges were out of all 
PrOpeeTeae to the benefits redounding to the 
city. 

But the charter will hardly be amended 
in this desirable particular. If it should be 
it would be hard to find men td run for the 
municipal legislature. 

Another suggestion offered by Mr. Cum- 
mings seems.to be barbed for Czar Zie- 
genhein, Section 24 now provides that the 
Collector shal] collect all taxes, licenses, 
etc., but does not say when. Mr. Cummings 
has corrected the omission by inserting the 
word “promptly” where it will do the most 
good. And he also wants the charter to say 
to Mr. Ziegenhein and all his successors 
that “‘the books shall be open to the in- 
spection of any citizen at convenient times.” 

There ig a clause which at presen® reads 
as follows: “It shall be cause of forfeiture 
of the rights and privileges derived from the 
city of any ra.lroad company operating its 
road only within this city, which shall al- 
low any person ‘to ride or travel on its road 
gratuitously or for less than vhe usual 
price or fare, unless such person be an of- 
ficer pr employe of such cothpany.”’ Mr. 
Cummings proposes to add to this the 
words “or of the city.” It is hardly neces- 
sary to say that this amendment will not 
be opposed by city officials. 

Another thing which will meet with favor, 
although the absence of direct authorization 
has never deterred the officials from vak- 
ing a half holiday or a whale one when they 
wanted it, is the provision for closing the 
offices at 1 p. m. on Saturday, “if it can 
be done without injury to the public serv- 
ice.”’
